BEST OF MOTIVES. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—Referring to the 


withdrawal of the American warships 
from Kingston, the Poll Mall Gazette 
this afternoon says that the "language 
employed 
by 
Governor Sv.-ettonham 


would bo difficult to justify In almost 
any circumstances." 
At the same time the paper says It 
tMnks "It Is possible that a praise- 
worthy desire to do his utmost in ths 
reuse of humanity pushed Admiral Da- 
vl? beyond the necessities of the cnsc 
and led him to encroach too far upon 
the sphere of British authority." 


The Pall Mall Gazette assumes that 
both the admiral 
and the governor 
were animated by the best of mo- 
tives, and adds: 
"Englishmen certainly do not wish 
the misunderstanding to be magnified 
In any sense of pique, and the Ameri- 
can public ought to be. .broad-minded 
enough to "regard it with the same 
charitable disposition." . 


Tho Westminster. Gazette says there 
can be nothing but regret at the fact 
that any difficulty has arisen between 
A'Jmiral Davis and Governor Swetten- 
ham and' while awaiting a fuller ex- 
planation, adds: 
"In the meantime the United States 
can be assured that we in this country 
deeply appreciate the generous, sym- 
pathetic way In which its citizens vo!- 
untered assistance to the British col- 
ony." 


CAUSES DISCUSSION. 


KETW YORK, Jan. 21.—The feature 


of the news from Kingston, Jamaica, 
today, is the declination of Sir James 
Alexander Swettenham. the governor 
of Jamaica, -to accept American aid 
and the departure In consequence of 
the American warships under com- 
mand of Bear Admiral Davis.

sliips, as every aid was 'still ur- 
gently needed. 
Davis replied that he had no alter- 
native -but to go In accordance "with 
the desire of the .constituted authori- 
ties.

Dr. Elliott H. Woolsey, a physician 


of eminence and national fame .and 
for many years one of the most not- 
able figures in Oakland'^proCessional 
and political life, died this morning 
at the Hotel Metropole, which had 
been hio home for years, of pneu- 
monia after a briet illness. He was 
seized with pneumonia last .Friday, 
and in a few hours his condition be- 
came alarming. From the first the 
case wns a desperate one, and in spite 
of the efforts of a group of eminent 
physicians, spurred on by ties of. 
friendship as .well as professional 
pride, the patient continued to sink, 
and passed away'this, morning. 


FRIENDS WERE -STEAK. 


Dr. O. D. Hamlin, .the'physician Jn 


charge, and two nurses were the 
only persons at his bed:;icle when the 
end came. 
Samuel Bell McKoe, Dr. 


Woolsey.'s attorney, saw him shortly 
before tho end. 
Former Congress- 


man "Warren B. English and Jtr. and 
Mrs. Edwin H. Clbugh, long counted 
among Dr. Woolsey;s most .intimate 
friends, were in the hotel, but were 
forbidden to enter the patient's room 
by the doctor's orders, as Dr. Wool- 
sey was unconscious for some hours 
before his death.

HOLD A -CONSULTATION. 


Drs. D. D. Growley and - Frank 


Adams assisted Dr. Hamlin in the 
case, and yesterday Dr. Fisher, an 
eminent specialist, was called -into 
consultation by the-three-other phy- 
sicians. 
It was-agreed at the con- 


sultation that everything- had been 
done that would aid-the sufferer, .and 
that the chance of recovery was ex- 
ceedingly slight. 
The friends and 


physicians of Dr.,Woolsey were there- 
fore prepared for the sad news when 
the final summons came this-morning. 


NOTABLEOAREEH.

Dr. Vv'oo'.sey was ' born in Monroe 


county, near Rochester, N. Tii in'1843, 
and was therefore in his sixty-fourth 
year. He was educated at Hamilton 
College and served as a surgeon in 
the regular army during the civil 
war, developing early In his career a 
skill and knowledge- in .surgery- -that 
gave him a Widespread reputation. 
Later in life he .'.devoted -profound 
study to therapeutics'arid the causes, 
cure and prevention of zymotic dis- 
eases. 


He read many, maaterly essaysjon: 


these topics before medical associa- 
tions, and was.a frequent contributor 
to medical and surgical journals. He 
gave years of patient examination to 
electricity as a. curative agent, and 
made a series of experiments with 
rabbits and guinea pigs that attracted 
the favorable attention of distin- 
guished specialists the country over. 


„ 
PAPERS WERE MODEUS. 


His papers on pathology and sur- 


gical operations were models of clear- 
ness and perspicacity. Despite his ec- 
centricities his enormous capacity for 
work and his power of analysis cav 
him to be recognized as a man of 
brilliant • mind, 
whose 
professional 


opinion was to be highly prized! 


Shortly after the close .of the civil 


war Dr. Woolsey came to California, 
beginning the practice, of his profes- 
sion In Oz'ovjlle, when . Senator 
Per- 


kiris was ' a .resident', of that place. 
In 1873" he came to Oakland, and Im- 
mediately, -.took rank- as • one- of 
the 


foremost medical experts in the State. 
His practice grew rapidly and he 
speedily became noted all 
over 
the 


Coast as a man of research and'orig- 
inality. He was a familiar figure at 
meetings of the State Medical 'Asso- 
ciation, -and never failed to have 
something to say that was both new 
and instructive. In all the discussions 
of that body he played a large, and 
forceful port, : holding himself inde- 
pendent of tradition'and routine meth- 
ods,

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Jordan Goes Back on Irish. 


The joke is on Colonel John P. Irish. Dr. David Starr Jordan 


has repudiated the Colonel's loyal defense of his utterances before 
the Unitarian Club, and is shuffling and explaining after his charac- 
teristic fashion. Colonel Irish, who was present and heard the ad- 
'dress, placed the only construction on Dr. Jordan's remarks that 
they are logically susceptible of, but true to the shiftiness of his 
character, the president of Stanford university now tries to distort 
and twist the obvious meaning of his words. 
In a communication 


addressed to The Sunday TRIBUXE, Colonel Irish said this in justi- 
fication of Dt. Jordan's language: 


"Now the government of San Francisco stands impeached of 


looting legitimate interests and of taking toll from the vice and 
crime, the sin and sorrow, of a great city. The head of that govern- 
ment and other of its officers are under numeious indictments for 
many felonies. Being under ind'ictment, they stand in the shadow 
of San Quentin, and from that umbrage attempt to dictate the foreign 
policy of the United States. Dr. Jordan's statement was the well- 
considered and conservative utterance of a positive and absolute 
truth. Its truthfulness is what makes it hurt and causes the wrathy 
outburst of the members of the government of San Francisco." 


On the same day this was printed. Dr. Jonlon gave the follow- 


ing statement to the San Francisco press: 


"I am much disturbed over the tendency of the members of 


the San Francisco School Board to construe my remarks at the Uni- 
tarian banquet as offensive personalities. In saying in substance 
that the international policy of these United States must be directed 
by the spirit of gentlemen and not that of the shadows of San Quen- 
tin, I did not refer to members of the San Francisco School Board. 
I did not refer to any indn idual, but to the spirit involved. In re- 
ferring to 'the nagging politicians of Europe, called the great pow- 
ers,' 1 did not refer to the San Francisco politicians. The sole point 
at issue is this: Shall \ve of California reach our ends in friendly, 
diplomatic \\ays. or shall uc proceed by violent means to certain 
failure?" 


As all the papers reported Dr. Jordan as making substantially 


the same explanation, it is to be presumed that he was correctly 
quoted in this instance at least. It is to be observed that he denies 
intending any reference to the local authorities of San Francisco, 
but say* liU remarks were intended to apply, anywhere and every- 
where, or in other words, to charge all who favor separate schools 
for Orientals as being actuated by a criminal mob spirit. Colonel 
Irish's defense will therefore have to be stricken from the record 
as irrele\ant, immaterial and incompetent. By abjuring the plain 
meaning of his own language, Dr. Jordan has left his defender in 
the lurch and knocked the prop from under the defense he set up. 


But i^n't it strange that Colonel Irish, along with everybody 


else, sh'Hild iiave misunderstood the import of Dr. Jordan's words? 
It is Dr. Jordan's misfortune to be habitually misunderstood when 
he engages in controversy and to shift the issue to a question of 
veracity. 


However, it is worth while to examine Colonel Irish's contention 


more in detail. He assumes that because certain charges have been 
made against certain officials in San Francisco the establishment 
of a separate school for Orientals was an outrage and a violation 
of the treaty rights of Japanese. 
Whether the charges be true or 


false, the Colonel's deduction is absolutely irrelevant. There is no 
connection between the graft accusations and the school issue. 


The assertion that the Board of Education was not petitioned 


to establish a separate school for Chinese and Japanese children 
is without point in view of the fact that fully nine-tenths of the in- 
habitants of San Francisco heartily endorse the action of the school 


/"board. Dr. Jordan has stigmatized the overwhelming public senti- 


ment of this State as being ignorant and criminal prejudice. 


The assertion that Japanese children are clean and have not 


crowded white children out of the schools i.s v\holly beside the ques- 
tion. It does not touch the legal and moral right of Japanese aliens 
to attend an\ and all public schools maintained by American tax- 
payers for the education of American children. 


Colonel Irish's declaration that the treaty rights of Japanese 


have been violated is a mere ex parte conclusion. The treaty with 
Japan does not refer in terms or by implication to the question in- 
volved in the school isMie. The treaty is a purely commercial con- 
vention and all its references are to personal protection and trade 
privileges. 
The legal status of the Japanese in the public schools 


of California depends upon how the courts will construe the treaty 
in the light of the constitution. The Japanese have no moral rights 
in the premi-.es. 


If the utterance of these viev.s are appeals to ignorance and 


prejudice, Ccloncl Irish will have to make the most of it. If to enter- 
tain them is to confess oneself to be no gentlemen, why-—Dr. Jor- 
dan will have to explain himself,again or plead his old defense of 
being misquoted.

Could we 'but see It, the movement for 
the simplification of life is, In its pro- 
foundest bearings, in the interest of 
the race-life—through the liberation of 
its nourisher to pursue her dlvinast 
tasks with wisdom and Joy. And the 
breaking down of false conceptions of 
life's innermost force, a franker recog- 
nition of the essential purity of s«x, 
will as surely ennobl» motherhood and 
free it from the tragedy which now 
surrounds it. When women are no 
longer sent blindfolded into the mater- 
nal wilderness, when maternal -func- 
tions are deliberately chosen with full 
knowledge of all their attendant re- 
sponsibilities, 
motherhood 
will 
be 


glorified as never before and the .-.uper- 
man Trill -be born. Binding's master- 
piece is indeed a glorious "sermon in 
stone." 


WHO IS THE MORE AFFECTIONATE? 


"A son's a .son till he gels a wife; 


a daughter's a daughter all your life." 
What do you think? Few will deny 
that there is a good deal of truth in 
the words—a son, most truly, docs 
pass entire!} out of his parents' hands 
when he marries; so, seemingly, does 
a daughter; but you will always find 
that a son, after marriage, seems to 
develop into a kind of very near rela- 
tive, whereas a daughter remains a 
daughter always. 


Perhaps that may be accounted for, 


so far, by reason of the fact that most 
young women, after mariiage, require 
their mother's assistance e\ery now 
and again, while a son, once married, 
does not, nor yet does he require his 
father's help, as a general rule. 


But, long before a marrying age is 


reached, a girl seems to develop 
greater love of home and parents 
than a boy ever does, and that again 
may be accounted for by the fact that 
a girl is more indoors, and more often 
helps in the household than a boy. 
It is not too much to assume that a 


girl, by being always more or less in 
the society of her mother and within 
the house, will come to cherish that 
home and mother more than a boy, 
whose chief endeavor is to get out of 
the house and away from his mother 
as much as possiole. 


A boy, in short, whenever he reaches 


the age of nine or ten years, begins 
to drift away from the home and his 
mother, while a girl of like years 
tends quite the other way; she wants 
to be about the house, and does not 
desire to be separated from 
her 


mother. 


When, therefore. It comes to be a 


question of severance from the old 
home, a girl feels it more than a boy 
—ties have to be broken which are 
all unknown to a boy. Although they 
are broken, the maid will try to re- 
pair them as swiftly as possible. She 
does this by visiting and keeping up 
a close connection with the old home 
and her parents. 


Of course, it must not be forgotten 


.that a girl, by- nature, fis( more loving 


than a boy—a boy, as a rule, Is not 
by any means a loving creature; but 
a real girl always Is. In fact. If a 
boy finds himself getting a bit loving 
with his mother, why, he Is ashamed 
of himself; but a girl never fears like 
that 


Besides, parents do not look for 


the same depth of love from a boy 
as they do from a girl, and that, too 
may have a bearing on the question. 
A parent is always ready to encourage 
a girl to be affectionate, but few at- 
tempt to do the same by a boy. 


Accordingly the girl, by habit, de- 


velops into a far more loving creature 
than a boy, so far as home and pa- 
rents are concerned. 


We all know about the great de- 


votion frequently shown by a eon 
toward his mother, bat it is a ques- 
tion if It la really so strong an affec- 
tion as that often shown by a daugh- 
ter toward her father—this latter is 
sometimes the most beautiful devo- 
tion possible, and there can b« no 
question about It* reality. 


Better Abolish the Humbug.

If the news is well «-] 


founded these changes embrace doing sway with accrediting tne 
high schools by the university at Berkeley. This has long been 
felt by educational experts to be very desirable. High schools have 
been shaped to the single end of getting their graduates into the 
university without further examination—a mischievous practice even 
if the end were entirely desirable; whereas, the fact that the high 
school is the final one to such a great majority suggests that its 
aims should be to more directly equip the young for the battle wth 
the world, which they enter upon immediately they leave its por- 
tals.—Alameda Argus.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Congress- 


man Joseph R. Knowland has sent the 
following letter to the Vallejo Trades 
and Labor Council: 
"House of Representatives

"Mr. D. K. Leavltt, Secretary Val- 


lejo Trades and Labor Council, Vallejo, 
California—My 
Dear Sir: 
Before 


leaving for Panama I 
communicated 


with the Trades and Labor Council of 
Vallejo in answer to certain 
resolu- 


tions passed by your organization, pro- 
testing against the employment of Chi- 
nese on the Canal Zone. I decided to 
make a personal Investigation of the 
question, and with that end in view 
took a two thousand mile trip to Pan- 
ama 
during the holiday 
vacation. 


Thinking that perhaps your organiza- 
tion may be Interested in ascertaining 
what my impressions are upon return- 
ing, 
I herewith submit a report: 


"After a visit to the Ibthmus of Pan- 


ama I am convinced that no citizen of 
the United Stales can inspect the work 
of canal construction now being car- 
ried on by our government and fail to 
experience a feeling ol jusl pride at wnat 
iias been accomplished in buch a re- 
nuikablr short space of time. 
Our 


achievements on the Canal Zone and 
in Colon and Panama along the line of 
sanitation ulone are worthy of the 
highest commendation unil (Oinparable 
almost with some notable triumph ol' 
aims. 
I cannot bpi-dk too highly of 


the class of men, practically all of 
them American citizens, in charge of 
the various 
branches of the work. 


They are men of ability, with an am- 
bition and a pride to bring the vari- 
ous divisions under their charge to a 
? Late of the highest efficiency. 


LABOR PROBLEM. 


"We of California visited the Zone 


primarily tor the pui uose of investi- 
gating the labor problem, with special 
itifeience to the employment of Chi- 
nese coolie labor. I, for one, return to 
the United States convinced that the 
Panama canal can be constructed, and 
constructed as economically and expe- 
ciitiously, without the employment of 
Chinese. There is a general sentiment 
on the Zone, particularly among those 
\\lio have the most to do with 
the 


handling of labor, against the Impor- 
tation of Chinese. 
The 
citizens 
of 


Panama are alto opposed. 


"I \\ill admit that the labor problem 


\vould be most serious If wo were de- 
pendent solely upon the negro labor 
from the nearby tropical islands—Ja- 
maica. Barbadoes, Martinique and the 
smaller West India islands. These la- 
borers do not equal our southern ne- 
groes, lack vitality, do not work stead- 
it;*, and appear satisfied to obtain em- 
ployment just long enough to supply 
their bodily necessities. 


NEAR TO SOLVING. 


"The labor problem bids fair to be 


solved, fi om the testimony of Jackson 
Smith and others In charge of the di- 
vision of labor on the Zone, by the 
laborers now arriving from Spain and 
Italy known under the general name 
of Galegos. One of these men is equal 
to two West Indians, according to the 
information fuinlshecl. 
They are al- 


lowed twenty cents per hour gold, as 
against ten cents per hour for the na- 
tive of the West Indies. These Galegos 
are contented, give little or no trouble, 
and, strange 
as 
it 
may seem, are 


standing the climate better than the 
native of the tropics. They are arriv- 
ing at about the rate of one thousand 
per month, and we were informed that, 
bairlng unforseen complications, there 
was every assurance that, If needed, 
at least ten thousand could be obtain- 
ed. They are coming at the present 
time about as fast as they can be 
utilized. 


"Practically all the skilled employes 


are Americans. I did not see a single 
unskilled American 
laborer 
on 
the 


Canal Zono. In this connection I will 
ptate that I am in favor of our gov- 
ernment putting forth a strong effort 
to obtain American unskilled laborers, 
particularly m view of a letter, pub? 
lished with the president's recent spe- 
cial message, from Chairman Shonts 
of the commission. 
In answer to an 


inquiry from Pre'sident Roosevelt, Mr. 
Shonts states that the sanitary condi- 
tions are such on the isthmus that 
'we would be wan anted in extending 
Invitations for unskilled labor from the 
United States.' 
It is claimed 
that 


American laborers will not go to the 
isthmus. I am Inclined to believe that 
this is a fact owing to the prosperity 
of the country 
and 
the 
attendant 


scarcity of labor. But I should like to 
see a genera] 
call 
made 
Suitable 


places in \\hich to live are being pro- 
vided, the sanitation has been so -sci- 
entific and thorough that the danger 
from sickness is being daily lessened, 


i and, taken altogether, there are many 
localities in the United States less de- 


j slrable as a place of residence than the
